SUBJECT: Dulles Papers 


1. On 3 January 1972, I talked to Deputy 9 25X1A9a 
Chief, Support Services Staff, concerning the ultimate disposition 
of the Dulles papers. 


2. I told ; sd that I had tentatively committed our 25X1A9a 

Office to holding the papers until the end of June 1972, This 
commitment was made during a conversation with Professor 
Howard Ehrmann. I told him of my previous contact with 
25X1A [see ee Commanding Officer, OSS, as it related to the OSS 

material contained in the Dulles papers and the fact that we had 

agreed that those papers would remain as a part of the ''Dulles 

files'' at least for the time being.
